"60,349 Passenger baggage restrictions. A pilot shall not pilot any
aircraft (except scheduled air carrier aircraft) in flight carrying
passenger's baggsage or cargo unless every item of such baggage or cargo
has beenthoroughly searched by the pilot, or a person designated by him,
immediately prior to tasking off for the flight and placed in the aircraft
by the pilot or a person designated by him, with no possession by eny
other person intervening between such search and the placing of the bag -
gage or cargo in the aireraft. If such baggage or cargo includes a
camera, such cameres shall be placed in & closed compartment or space in
the aireraft completely inaccessible to all passengers during the flight.
Any pilot shall permit the search of his aireraft upon demand by any
representative of the Army, Nevy, Civil Aeropautice Administration, Civil
Asronautics Board, or by civil police."
